REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee have siténded 
to the duties assigned them, and submit the eee re4 
port: 

The history of our schools the past year is not Aislin 
guished by any striking event.| The lapse of time brings 
its vicissitudes, and schools are not exempt from the.com- 
mon lot. Public labors are subjected. to incidental trial’ 
that are excluded from private spheres, and ours: do not. 
constitute an exception. ‘The schools in general have 
been as satisfactory as, under the circumstances; weshad a 
right to expect. ‘They have usually been orderly, harmo- 
nious and pleasant... The exceptions havé been few, and 
not strongly marked. 

We have recommended no teachers who did not seem 
to be qualified, agreeably to the laws of the State; and © 
none of them have disappointed us in regard to their liter= 
ary qualifications. ‘They have exhibited as much knowl- 
edge and discipline in the school room, as they appeared 
to possess when under examination ; and yet, a few of 
them failed to do honor to themselves and justice to their 
pupils. In these instances the principal defect was a 
want of judgment, energy, and moral courage to meet 
the circumstances of the particular school. This defect 
may frequently be discovered before the teacher enters on 
his responsible duties; but the committee have not felt 
authorized to reject any one whose literary qualifications 
were satisfactory. Any discriminating mind can readily 
perceive the consequences that would result from any other 
course. Having entered on his duties it is frequently im- 
possible to remove a teacher from his school without dis- 
astrous results. he district is liable to be left in a divi- 
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ded ‘state, and not unfrequently several’years are required 
to heal the breach. There are instances in which teach» 
ers should be dismissed ; but when’ the suffering of a 
slight temporary evil will prevent serious and protracted 
ones, those are most’ wise who exercise patience and for- 
bearanee, 

The Prudential Committee in the several districts are 
charged with grave responsibilities ; and more is depend- 
ing on them than is generally supposed. Where ore 
teacher fails of success for the want of literary attain- 
ments, probably ten fail for the want of energy, judgment, 
perseverance, and moral courage. In the engagement of 
teachers, the circumstances of the several districts should 
be carefully considered. One may succeed in a ‘particu- 
lar district, who cannot succeed in‘all.” Unless the pecu- 
liarities of our schools are carefully regarded in the choice 
of teachers, existing emergencies cannot be met. Good or- 
der is an indispensable requisite to a good school. We have 
spared: no effort to impress the teachers with its impor- 
tance ; so far as our duty in this respect has consisted of 
counsel.and admonition, we have the assurance of having 
done it; and yet, in some of the schools, there has not 
been as ’ good order as we could have desired.’ In'a few 
instances there has been a want of moral courage on the 
part of the teachers, which has been injurious to the in- 
terests of the schools. Persuasive government, when ef- 
fective, is preferable to any other; but there are instan- 
ces when it entirely fails, and means mere stringent and 
effective must be employed. | 

We have effected an entire change of Reading Books, 
and also of the Spelling Book formerly in use. These 
books were not only considered defective, but nearly ev- 
ery school had such a variety that it was ‘difficult. to ar- 
range the classes in proper order, Such were the | terms 
on which the books were obtained that in addition to the 
benefits accruing to the schools, it wasa pecuniary bene- 
fit of about’seventy-five dollars. 

The Maps which the Committee were instructed to 
procure were not obtained until a few weeks since. It is 
a matter of regret that the schools during the Winter 
were deprived of their use; but circumstances entirely 
beyond our control rendered it impossible to obtain then 
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The committee would solicit attention to the desirable- 
ness of raising a larger amount of money for our schools. 
In this respect we are somewhat behind the spirit of the 
age. Our best teachers often fail of accomplishing the 
cherished desire oftheir hearts, in consequence of the 
limited time they are permitted to retain their pupils. In- 
constant attendance and tardiness are serious evils to 
which your attention is solicited. It is painful toexamine 
some of our school registers with reference to these habits, 
It is not possible that this should be a matter of necessity. 
Under ordinary -circumstances, a pupil living within a short 
distance of the school should not be tardy two thirds of the 
time. 

Most of the school houses.are in a very good condition. 
In districts No. 2°and 4, the scholars are not wellac- 
commodated for the want ofmore room. In district No. 
6, the house is unfit for use. It is hoped that the good 
people of this section of the town willsoon do honor to 
themselves and the community-by building a model School 
House.
